PLANTING GUIDE 
CARE OF STOCK ON ARRIVAL 


If trees are to be planted within a day or two they 
may remain in the containers they arrive in, although 
they must be watered and kept out of the sun or 
drying wind. If planting is to be delayed longer they 
must be heeled in. This is done by taking the trees 
out of the container, dipping their roots in water, 
selecting a sheltered spot away from sun and wind, 
digging a trench 6 to 8 inches deep—in a V shape 
with about 45 degree angle, cover the roots of the 
trees with moist soil and keep well watered until 
planted in the field. 


KINDS TO PLANT 


At the present time Scotch Pine is in largest demand, 
and all indications point to the fact that it will 
continue to be the biggest seller in the future. Aft 
present it is reported by Federal Crop Reporting that 
75% of plantation trees sold for Christmas use arc 
Scotch Pine. In addition to Scotch most growers 
like to have some Austrian and White Pine in their 
plantations, as they are in good demand in smaller 
quantities. The parts of your plantation that are 
moist and has a heavier soil is highly advisable to 
plant spruce. Norway has long been a favorite as 
it is the fastest growing spruce and requires little or 
no shearing. In the last few years a close relative, 
White Spruce, has been catching up. White Spruce 
grows well in the same type of site and much better 
on drier soils. It is slower growing, more compact 
than Norway, and has a beautiful bluish cast in the 
H fall. 


Among the firs, Douglas seems to be the best adapted 
to the Allegheny and Appalachian region. Some areas 
experience frost damage, so if in doubt, it is wise to 
ask the advice of your County Agent or an experi- 
enced grower. 


Most growers are interested in a diversified planting. 
Planting 75 percent of your land in pines and 25 
percent in spruce and fir has worked satisfactory for 
most people.

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WHEN AND HOW TO PLANT 


From past experience we have learned that early 
Spring is the best time to plant. As soon as the frost 
leaves the ground and danger of any other heavy 
freezes are past one may begin planting. This period 
is usually around the first of April, with yearly and 
local variations. In fall planting, if in doubt, consult 
an experienced grower, or your county acents ne 
planting period is usually from September 20 to the 
end of October. The following is a chart with dist- 
ances and the number of trees required per acre.

The smaller spacings are satisfactory for Spruce and 
Fir plantings and the 5 x 5’ or 5 x 6’ spacings for 
the pines. The 5 x 6’ spacing appears to be ideal 
for pines if one intends to mow, if not the 5 x 5’ 
will prove satisfactory. 


On small or hilly plantings the hand method will work 
best. To make your rows straight space stakes at 
intervals. Each planter uses a bucket with the roots 
of the trees covered with muddy water. The holes 
are Opened with a maddock and the tree planted very 
firmly by using the heel of a shoe. One man should : 
be able to plant about 1000 trees per day by using this _ 
method. 


On large plantings, where the site is suitable, the use 
of a planting machine is much faster and more 
economical. A crew of 3 or 4 men can plant 8,000 

to 10,000 trees per day. Planting machines can be 
contracted to do the work for about $15.00 per thou- 
sand trees. The contractor should be contacted some 
time in advance so as to assure you of getting your 
trees planted when you want. 


CARE OF YOUR TREES 
Where grass and weeds are not too dense and thick 
mowing is not necessary. Where grass is so thick 
as to shut out light and air it is desirable to mow 
with a power driven mower for the first 2 or 3 


years. Brush and undesirable hardwoods must not 

be allowed in plantations as they will seriously hinder 
the amount of trees to be eventually cut. They can 
sometimes be eliminated by power methods, otherwise 
a brush axe or hand scissors with good leverage will 
work well. Paint the stumps with brush killer so 
that they will not resprout. In the case of insect or 
disease damage contact your local county or exten- 
sion university agent. They will be able to tell you 
what insect you have and control measures. Fire is 
also a hazard. Make roads and firebreaks that are 
kept mowed or disked. 


| 


_ SHEARING OR PRUNING 


Shearing develops a solid, extra heavy branched and 
bushy tree that brings a premium price. Shearing is 
usually started in about the fourth year, and is done 
before the new, tender growth starts to get tough 
and woody. In Pennsylvania this time is about June 
10 to July 10 for pines; spruces and firs may bé 
sheared during July or August. 


Hedge shears with blades of 8-10” are most commonly 
used. One must first keep in mind to trim the tree 
in the shape of a cone, starting at the top. Shear 
| only the new growth unless some radical change is 
4 needed. The top or terminal shoot is first cut back 
| to 10-12’, making a slanting cut so that the tree will 
7 not become double topped. The laterals of the 
terminal shoot are cut about 2-3” shorter than the 
: terminal itself. The rest of the tree is sheared keep- 
| ing in mind the cone shape. Treat each tree as an 
individual! If in doubt contact your county agent 
as to time and place of shearing demonstrations.

GETTING YOUR TREES INTO HOMES 


| The best way of getting buyers, if you are new, is 
i to run advertisements in large city newspapers. 
| September is a good month. Require a deposit on 
each order to be deducted from the last truck load 
| of trees. Sell for cash or certified check if the buyer 
! is unknown to you. If you have the opportunity you 
f might try to retail some trees. This will bring a 
much higher price per tree.
